The changes in administration during the past 
two years at CSUS have generated 
results in the relationship between the faculty senate 
and the administration, Faculty Senate Chair Jerry

‘Changes have been better since Lioyd Johns 
took over the university presidency from James 
Bond,” Tobey, who is beginning his third year on the 
academic senate, said 

James Bond wasn't genuinely interested in 
faculty consultation to make decisions 
Disagreement 
president caused many problems with the faculty 


Tobey. He feeis Johns is doing a good job on two 
levels. “He has a broad outlook on the university 
combined with the willingness to do detailed work 
He is also an exceilent judge of personality.’ 

The big difference between Johns and Bond is 
that people trust Johns and know he won't pull any 
surprises, continued Tobey. “James G. Bond was 
weak in ail these regards,” he said 

Tne faculty senate consists of 42 elected faculty 
by each department and chairperson end three 
students elected by the student government. This 
system has functioned in this manner since 1971 
when the prior system cailed the academic senate 
was made up of administrators and faculty 

One of the main issues of the present faculty 
senate is a new focus on general education, ac- 
cording to Tobey. “The general education com-

They are victims of injustice, victims of history 
the Palestinian Arabs were deprived of their 
homeiand, Palestine, which had been Arabian in

Presently, of the 3.5 miilion Palestinians in the 
Middie East, approximately haif of them live in israel

Mark Shumate’s char- 
acterization as Romeo is 
another story. It's hard to know 
whether actor or director is res- 
ponsible, but this Romeo is played 
@s a manic - depressive with alli 
sorts of nervous mannerisms. Its 
exhausting to watch him 
Shumate's fencing is excellent 
however and he does the famous 
baicony scene with energetic ar- 
dor 

About the balcony scene 
Shumate climbs up a stone wall to 
Juliets balcony, then stands on 
the outside railing of the baicony 

Maybe this was done inten- 
tionally to make us appreciate how 
desperately in love Romeo is; still 
it detracts from the dramatic im- 
pact of the scene if one is an- 
ticipating Romeo falling 15 feet to 
the stage floor and breaking his 
neck 

Harvey Shumate’s set is ex- 
traordinary You know intellec- 
tually that it's made of plywood 
and paint, but it reaily looks like the 
stone walls of a Renaissance city 
Clever lighting suggests indoor or 
outdoor scenes 

The richly - colored costumes 
move weil, with the exception of 
the Prince's cape, which kept get- 
ting caught on posts and steps 
Tne two families are color - coded 
(Capuilets in red and gold, Mon- 
tagues in Diue or green) to heip us 
keep our warring factions straight 

James Fietcher as Benvolio 
Romeo's cousin, and John Henry 
Null as Juliet’s father handie their 
roles competently 

Eileen Wagner's Lady Capuiet 
however, underplays ner irritation 
with the babbling nurse in an early 
scene, then overplays her mour 
ning of her nephew Tybait's death 
James Carpenter is suitably ar 
ragant as Tybalt 

All in all, this is a well - crafted 
version of a classic play with a few 


fine performances and anumber of 
adequate ones All the actors pro- 
ject weil. no lines are lost in mum- 
bles 

One tinal question Why nocur- 
tain call at the end of the play? 
Granted, the mood is somber, but 
why not follow the example of the 
Oregon Shakespeare Festival and 
have the cast reappear for one 
dignified bow so they can get the 
applause they deserve?

Because that's what they got 
and deserved at a rather 


mediocre performance last Friday 
night which left the majority of the 
audience shrugging their 
shoulders with seeming in 
difference 

Actuaily, it wasnt ali that bad if 
it had been, afterall. the cast would 
Mave escaped the handshake 
altogether. But whiie the piay itself 
was partly to biame for a rather 
uninspiring evening, the cast 
might have been rewarded with a 
warm hug if they d put a bit more 
power behind it 

O'Neill’s story ms ony 
comedy takes uS back to 1906 
when foiks could uSe expressions 
ike Nes areai peach, Make sex- 
ist references to womens lack of 
intelligence and exhibit a bit of 
naive mush without being 
criticized for it. In this sense, the 
play is a fun piece of nostalgia 
which carries with it a tender and 
sentimental sort of charm that 
contemporary works cant reveal 
without risking ridicule or rebuttal 

The plot consists of an easily 
anticipated chain of events. Boy 
(Richard Miller) loves girl (Muriel 
McComber), boy nearly loses girl 
but wins her in the end Which ali 
works just fine here since it's sweet 
Dut not too syrupy 

Richard is the middie child in a 
Father Knows Best’ type of 
family, compiete with an older 
brother attending Yale (Arthur), a 
sometimes bratty younger sister 
(Mildred), a typical cookies - and 
milk mother (Essie) and a dis 


tributions from Marge Berg, Holly 
Horn and Julie tsaak, Oh, Bacchus 
became a reality 


However, | can't begin to em- 


phasize the extensive lack of ex- 
perience predominant amongst 
the majority of the cast. Although 
the production itself is celivered 
with a great degree of profes- 
sionalism, i consider it only fair to 
make the reader aware of the great 
chalienges and pressures that 
faced these actors and actresses 


As for Oh, Bacchus, its opening 


skit had a special significance for 
me. it concerned two critics 
played by Holgerson and Reilly 
that met outside a playhouse 
where they were to review a play 
for their respective papers 


Their subsequent conversation, 


reveaiing a mutual dislike for ac- 
tors and the hazards that are 
inherent as a critic, was extremely 
funny and in good taste. | could 
especially relate to one of the 
critic’s remarks that being a 
theatre critic “is not all gala parties 
champagne brunches and search 


ciplining but reasonable father 


(Nat) 

Other household members in- 
clude a maiden aunt (Lilly) and a 
tippling uncie (Sid) from opposite 
sides of the family whose history 
establishes the secondary 
storylir they had beer engaged 
some 16 years ago. Sid persists 
with Atty daily marriage 


proposals, but Lilly finds his drin 
king disgusting and still suffers 
from at notional scar inflicted 
Juring their previous relationship 
There are some potentially 
ntense moments, such as the 
dinner table scene in which Sid 
comes home in his usuai bleary - 
eyed state, amusing everybody 
witt his silly ramblings 
everybody but Lilly, that is. She tn 
turn claims the family’s attitude is 
neiping to maintain his passion for 
iquor since they praise his 
drunken wit rather than criticize 
his Jestructive lifestyle Kare: 
Norberg (Lilly) handied this scene 
with a distinguished sense of 
character, but Jonn D. Lewis por 
trayal of Sid failed to maintain the 
same standards He was not con 
sistently believable in his part 
which was a damaging factor not 
nly in this scene. but throughout 
the entire play 
Another grave mistake was 
placing a boy who looks a mere 14 
Jeff Armstrong) in the role of a 17 
year - oid. While Armstrong cap- 
tured the audience with a sweet 
charisma during the love scenes 
his innocent appearance lessened 
the impact when he was asked to 
appear outspoken or rebellious 
This Careless Casting error might 
not have been so traumatic in a 
lesser role, but since Armstrong's 
role was that of the protagonist 
Weli, that helps to expiain the 
rather chilly audience response

Baker worked on a /Q test f r the gibbon, whiyn 
resulted in two tests one involy } two ps with a 
sunflower seed hidde naer one and the other us 
ing two ropes with a banana tied on the end of one 
After many patient hours she was abie to teach the

The two ropes had been left in the age 
was pheasant enclosure directly in front of the Gib- 
bons age and after careful deliberation, the gibbon 
found he could attract the pheasants by pulling the 
rope siowly into the cage When the pheasant got
